Day also attributes the 
firings to MH&MR's effort 
to defeat the union. To 
emphasize his point» he 
asked, “With 7,000 people 
on strike, how does one 
decide to fire only 1,300 or 
even 2007” 

But this is not what dis- 
turbed Ms. Robinson the 
most. What bothered her 
was a statement reportedly 
made by one of the super- 
intendents of one of the 
institutions struck. Accord- 
ing to Ms.Robinson, Jim 
Fries said that it was the 
worst employee who went 
on strike. 

Ms. Robinson said that 


she resented this statement 
because she has worked 
for the State of Ohio for 14 
years and has never been 
either suspended or repri- 
manded in all that time. “If 
we were bad or incompe- 
tent employees, why didn't 
they fire us long ago?" She | 
asked. 

Ms. Robinson is one of } 
an estimated 7,000 
employees of MH&MR who 
went on strike recently. Of 
that number, only about 
1,300 employees were fired 
for taking part in the one- 
day strike. Most strikers 
have either already been ° 
reinstated with no sanc- 
tions or will be rehired, 
contingent upon accep- 
tance of a one-year salary 
freeze and a two-year pro- 
bationary status. Report- 
ediy, by. the time all 
reinstatements and rehif- 
ings have been finalized, 
only about 200 persons will 
still be out of a job. 

The firing of some and 
not all of the striking 
employees led Day to con- 
clude, that the state’s Fer- 
guson Act is “unfair” and 
totally at odds with the col- 
fective bargaining process. 
Day said, “Something must 
be seriously wrong with 
MH&MR institutions when 
7,000 employees walk’ out 
because they feel -that they 
need a contract in order to 
work.”

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“Why Urban Schools 


Are Inferior 


The development of interior 
urban schools is not done by 
accident. Schools become 
interior because of decisions that 
are made that are either favorable 
to the development of people or 
unfavorable. The decisions are 
made in. three areas. They are 
educational policy, educational 
Practice and behavior decisions. 
When schools are identifiable as . 
black or white, these decisions 
are often sanctioned by 
unconscious biases of educators 
about the ability of black children 
to learn. The sad part of the whole 
matter of unequal treatment of 
kids based on race is that both 
black and white children lose. 

In the May 14, 1979 Plain 
Dealer, a city-wide summary of 
the Test of Academic Progress for 
grades 11 indicated that 45% of all 
students in the city were average 
performers when compared to 
national averages. Five schools, 
Lincoin-West, James Ford 
Rhodes, John Marshall, 
Collinwood and South, exceeded 
that percentage in student 
performance. All of these schools 
tend to be or have a.significant 
white enroliment. These schools 
had from 50 to 85% of their 
students performing at the 

level. No educator of 
merit should take’ any pride in a 
record that indicated that 
students are average performers. - 
That's not progress! That's not 
growth! 

In addition,the other side of the 
picture indicates that schools that 
are all black or have a significant 
black enrollment tend to have 
student performance scores 
below the national average on the 
Test of Academic Progress. This 
is not.an accident. The mere.fact 
that a school can be identified as 
black or white allows the policy- 
makers (administration) and the 
policy-implementors (supervi- 
sors) to deliberately and 
systematically assign the 
negatives to the blacks (poor 
teachers, understaffed schools, 
no supplies, no books, etc.) and 
the positives to white schools.” 

An examination of the 
Cleveland Public Schools 
indicates that in September, 1978, 
Harry E. Davis was understaffed, 


while Rhodes was overstaffed. 

Rhodes had certified teachers 

walking the halls on hall duty. 

H.E. Davis had class sizes in 

excess of 40 (a violation.of state 

standards) while Rhodes will not 

tolerate classes in excess of 30. 

An inferior school is designed 

by the policy decisions that are 
implemented. Who is allowed to 
take Algebra? How many courses 
can a ninth grader take? -How 
many study halls will: students be 
expected to tolerate? Which 
schools are assigned enrichment 
centers? What are the alleged 
guidelines used to identify 
talented students? How rigidly 
‘are the rules held for white 
students to enter upward mobile 
courses and/or programs versus 
the rigidly maintained rules for 
black student entry? According 
to the Clevetand Public Schools’ 
practice, it was impossible to 
identity a class of 30 gifted 
students from a geogrpahic area 
bordered on the West by the 
Cuyahoga. River, the South by 
Woodland Avenue, the North by 
Lake Erie and the East by 
Collinwood High School. 

Brain power, raw ability, is not 
defined by geographic area 
and/or color. Those decisions are 
made by people. 
~Without a program for the 
gifted and/or the above average 
student in a building, the limits 
that a child will be allowed to 
achieve are average or below. 
That's what the Cleveland Public 
Schools’ testing program proves. 

Children are not born bright. 
They are developed bright. Ail of 
us are born naked and dumb. We 
learn who and what we are. The 
optimal development of children, 
whether bright black or bright 
white, is no secret. In order to 
encourage academic growth, 
educators have to'take the limits 
off of what and who learns, enrich 
the learning environment and 
utilize teachers who have high 
expectations for students to 
achieve. 

Quality ‘Cleveland Schools are 
possible. When will the public tire 
of the games that relegate our 
white and -black students to 
mediocrity in the learning . 
environment? 
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A Dangerous Trend 


That group of upper income 
blacks--seven percent of the total 
black population, according to 
recent statistics-is used nowa- 
days when whites need to justify 
the “benign neglect” thesis. 

What is seldom reported, how- 

sever, is that “the poorest tenth of 
the population” represents “three- 
tenths of the black population.” 
Economists sensitive to the eco- 
nomic condition of black people 
think it a real possibility that the 
country is well on the way to devel- 
oping a systemic underclass. This 
process of “welfare slavery,” they 
suggest, is obscured by marginal 
black success now being loudly 
ballyhooed. 

They worry that there will come 
to exist a group or race which can- 


not through democratic, peaceful 
means improve its material 
condition. : 

We may in other words be enter- 
ing a period when black life will 
become diminished in quality so 
that it will become the equivalent of 
a condition of slavery. For the loss 
of “real income, economic secur- 
ity, self determination, and eco- 
nomic freedom” will create a 


psychological dependency 80 per- ° 
vasive that the mind and spirit of 
black people will be captive of their 


desperate economic situation. 
Will post-industrial capitalism, 


now in its decadent stage and 
unable to give rise to new forms of 
social justice, give rise to a new 


form of slavery? 


Fhe Black Pastor 


The mantle of leadership has 
been placed on the shoulders of 
the Negro pastor, and worn by him 
longer than any other group of our 
people. 

The Black Preacher has contrib- 
uted more to Negro progress than 
any others of our leaders. His lead- 
ership has endangered his life and 
property to a greater extent than 
any others. 

From the time the first Black 
church was established in South 
Carolina in the 17 hundreds up to 
this day, the Negro has sought gui- 
dance and safety in the sanctuary 
of the Negro church. 

The Negro church and pastor 
have given us our basic training in 
working cooperatively together. 
The Negro church has been the 
foundation stone of our progress. 
Therefore, to be a Negro pastor, is 

not just another job. in fact, it’s not 


a job at all.

Theretore, being a dedicated 
pastor is not a job, but a divine 


commitment. His ministry is bigger 


than the confines of his church. His 
responsibilities are not only to his 
parishioners, but, to every person 
within the sphere of his contacts 
and influence.

Many are called, but few answer. 


Answer that is, to the full responsi- 
bilities and obligations of the office 


of being a pastor.

When it comes to welfare, the wheels of 
reform grind slowly. For almost two decades, 
there has been a national debate about 
reforming the welfare system. -—- 

The.announcement of anew Administration 
welfare reform pian has reopened the issue. 
The President asked for a fairly‘broad welfare 
reform package in 1977. That.never got any- 
where with Congress. So he has come back 
with.a scaled - down plan that might pass the 


Congress. 

The Administration's persistence is com- 
mendable. Back in 1969 the Nixon Administra- 
tlon came up with a major welfare reform pian 
it made only a half-hearted effort to pass. 
When that failed, Nixon just dropped the 
issue, in effect killing welfare reform’s chan- 
ces for a decade. 

The present Administration's commitment 
to progressive domestic programs can be 
seer by its pattern of returning with alternative 
plans after its original proposals fail to pass 
Congress. We see this not only in welfare 
reform but in its health proposals, urban poli- 
cles, and other key, reforms. 

But the Administration's persistence is 
often negated by the tactical mistake of build-

ing compromises and cutbacks into its prop- . 


osals. Often what It sends to Congress is the 
irreducible minimum, leaving little room for 
the inevitable weakening changes Congress 
will make. 

The welfare reform package is a case in 
point. The original 1977 plan was deeply 
flawed. After its defeat, it was apparently 
decided that only a very narrow reform plan 
could pass. But the present pian is now so 
weak that even small changes in Congress 
could effectively kill the limited. advance it 
makes over the present system. 

The welfare reform plan would set a national 
minimum of only two-thirds of the poverty 
level, provide incentives to states to boost 
payments above that amount, expand tax 
credits for the working poor, extend benefits 
to needy - two - parent families, and earmark 
600,000 public service jobs for welfare 
recipients. . 

That package falls far short of comprehen- 
sive reform of the present degrading welfare 
system. It is also far short of the ill-fated 1977 
plan.

ients as shirkers who won't take jobs. But few 
recipients are able to work — most are too 
young, too old, too sick, or too burdened with 
home responsibilities. 

Those capable of work find the private sec- 
tor job market closed to them. The jobs just 
aren't there for relatively unskilled and less 
educated workers. Just look at the unemploy- 
meant rates. : . 

Recognizing this, the Administration 
stresses job creation in the CETA public jobs 
system. But that introduces a serious negative 


\ glement -- it threatens to turn CETA into a 


welfare job program, at least in the public's 
view. And as state and local employment offic- 
ers scramble to get welfare recipients onto 
public jobs they may well displace non- 
welfare CETA workers. 

The most likely result would be a kind of 
revolving door system in which people move 
from welfare to CETA and then, since CETA 
jobs are temporary, back to welfare again. 

This welfare reform pian then represents a 
modest improvement over the present intoler- 
able system. It ought to be passed with 
changes in the work phase of the plan. 

But no one should think that passage of the 
plan should be anything but Phase One of a 
massiver overhaul of the system. Welfare 
should be scrapped, replaced by an income 
maintenance system that is comprehensive, 
equitable, federally - administered, and not 
conditioned on work requirements. 

it will take leadership by the President and 
the Congress to finally implement real reform. 
leadership that goes beyond formulating pre- 
shrunk plans and having even those cut to 

pieces by a negative Congress. . 


tandem. Government and business coopera-

Now that the Keynesian framework has 
been shattered is ho reason to distort the his- 
tory of how it came into being.

-proves to be so, then the consequences for the 
American people will not.necessarily be salu- 
tary. For criticisms of government interven- 


tion in the economic marketplace are nothing 
new. The Compromise of 1877, which ushered 
inthe age of-the so-called Robber Baron, was 
struck in an effort to free the economic market 
piace from active government intervention. 
Government intervention had become con- 
fused in the public mind with social justice, 
and with the proper use of economic resour- 
ces in providing for hea!!!\y competition in the 
marketplace by the underclass poor white ‘nd 
the freed man.

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Rhodesian Sanctions 


President Carter's dilemma on the Rhodesian sanctions 
question was understandable. Confused over the many 
) ve issues in the'struggle for genuine majority'rule 
in the former British colony, many white Americans (and 
»ted for the easy course. Not 
only were they not interested in Africa’s development in 
the first place, but the inclination to go to the.“rescue" of 
the privileged white minority seemed the only natural 
thing to do. 

So, led in Congress by such conservatives as Senators 
Jesse Helms of North Carolina and S.!. Hayakawa of Cali- 
fornia, they stepped up the pressure on President Carter 
to lift unilaterally sanctions against that troubled country 


in violation of the United Nations Security Council 


imposed economic and military embargo. 

The NAACP strongly opposed the lifting of those sanc- 
tions and will continue-to do so given present realities. 
The NAACP expressed this opposition before a hearing of 
the House Subcommittee on Africa on the question. 

The NAACP is.convinced that the so-called internal 
settlement and the Rhodesian constitution that was mas- 
ter - minded by the lan Smith government will provide no 
lasting solution to the problem of white minority rule 
there. Likewise, the recent elections that resulted in 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa's election as Prime Minister was 
equally unfair. It requires no deep wisdom to see how 
flagrantly the handful of white residents in Rhodesia con- 
tinue to flaunt the will of the majority citizens and the 
international community. 

Specifically, we note that the so-called constitution 
which was adopted by tess than four percent of the popu- 
lation in a whit - only election last January guarantees 
that the European settlers will continue to control the 
military, the police, the civil service and the judiciary. 
Needless to say, these are the primary centers of power. 

In addition, the allocation of 28 of 100 seats in the 
Rhodesian parliament to whites and the concrete guaran- 
tees of absolute veto power provided them mocks any 
rational claim to genuine majority rule. 

The concrete guarantees given to the white four per- 
cent of the population that their control over nearly 50% of 
the country's prime land will continue under the interim 
settlement only,perpetuates a grave injustice in Rhodesia. 

The widely publicized steps taken last October to abol- 
ish statutory racial discrimination only ensures that 
another. form of injustice will continue. For, replacing 
overt discrimination has been a system of economic and 
cultural requirements which effectively continue to 
assure racial dominance by the white minority. 

In effect, the internal Rhodesian settlement is a sham 
and a farce. These steps very sadly represent a myopic 
attempt to solve a problem that demands an honest 
recognition of genuine realities. And these realities are 
that nothing short of genuine majority rule for the people 
of the region will provide for a lasting, peaceful settlement 
of the rapidly spreading conflicts there. 

Americans who understand the full extent of the Presi- 
dent’s dilemma must applaud his forthright rejection on 
June 7 of demands to lift sanctions. He vowed as he 
announced his decision to “do everything | can within my 
power” to prevent Congress from moving on its own tolift 
sanctions. 

Mr. Carter deserves our support. The U.S. government 
must be pressed to develop a meaningful-and-tasting 
policy on the continent that recognizes the interests of 
African nations, especially those on whom this country’s 
actions will have a direct impact, as well as our Own. With 


~-South Africa's strong support, -the sanctions battle will 


intensify in the Congress. 

For Congress to do anything other than support the 
President, however, would be to place the U.S. on a very 
dangerous and self-defeating path that will surely lead to 
failure similar to Vietnam.
